the classification sheets and documents pertaining to the positions occupied 
by members ef the Central Intelligence Group should bo kept in a place that 
provides mere than usual safeguards* These should include control of personnel 
who have access to the area therein personnel records are stored, twenty-four 
hour guard, and oontrol of the individuals who have access to these records*

be retained by the Civil Service Commiasien) in the case ef the Strategic 
Services Unit* Certain selected personnel of the Strategic Services Unit 
will be appointed in the Central Intelligence Group and the Strategic Services 
Unit finally liquidated in accordance with Executive orders* The Central 
Intelligence Group will perform for all Government agencies services that 
require as high type security as any previously performed by the Strategic 
Services Unit* It is also understood that the Strategic Services Unit 
furnishes Individuals from the Civil Service Commission with looked safes,
